Evans Hughes delivered his speech i 
of acceptance of the republican nom-' 
ination for president in Carnegie Hall I 
last night before a house so crowded ! 
there was scarcely breathing space. | 
Mr. Hughes’ address was long—very j 
ling—and, while there was a certain 
amount of enthusiasm 
among 
the 
“regulars,” it failed to arouse spon- 
aneous outbursts. 
The speech dwelt at great length 
m Mexico, and might well have been 
written by Senator Fall, of New' Mex- 
co, who has been visiting the cantil­ 
late and urging that the democratic 
idministration’s policy in the southern 
republic be made the main issue in 
he coming campaign. 
“We shall have to adopt a new 
policy, a policy of firmness and con­ 
sistency,” said Mr. Hughes, but he 
ailed to indicate in any w ay just w hat 
his jAolicy would consist of. 
He declared that the United States 
would give ungrudging support to a 
stable government capable 
of 
dis- 
harging its duties and giving ample 
protection to our border, but he also 
leglected to state how' 
this 
stable 
overnment was to be brought into 


being. 
“We denounce all plots and conspir­ 
acies in the interest of any foreign 
nit ion,” Mr. Hughes said. 
“Utterly 
numerable is the use of our soil for

The address might well have beer 
w ritten by Colonel Roosevelt, 
with 
touches here and there 
by Senator 
Fall, of New Mexico, in those parts

to

relations 
and to our Mexican policy. No doubt 
these two

furnished the 
candidate with many 
of 
his ideas, 
and,* unconsciously, perhaps, he has 
used phraseology that they employed 
in their numerous talks with him.

Kown that I have found the place toj 
go fishing. 
This morning we four— 
Mr. and Mrs. Davis, our son-in-law 
and daughter; Mrs. B. and myself— 
took a motor boat and wTent fishing 
out in the gulf, just out from Port 
Aransas. 
The spoons we used first 
attracted more King fish than mack­ 
erel. 
So we discarded spoons and 
used hooks with small bits of white 
cloth. 
In about 
four 
hours 
we 
caught 
six King fish, each nearly three feet 
long and weighing from twelve to 
fifteen pounds each, and thirty-five 
Spanish 
maokeral, 
ranging 
from 
twelve to eighteen inches in length, 
and weighing somewhere from forty to 
fifty pounds. Our morning catch was 
from 125 to HO pounds. 
The only diiterence I can discover 
between the King fish and the Span­ 
ish mockers I is th at the King fish is 
so much the larger of the two. 
A 
mounted King fish in the hotel office 
before me as I write is fully four 
feet long. As I was pulling in a mack­ 
erel a King fish tore it from my hook 
and leaped out of the water w'ith my 
fish in his mouth. 
Mrs. Briggs had a 
maokeral up to the boat when a King 
fish leaped at it and tore a piece out 
of its side. 
As Davis wras pulling in 
a maokeral a shark bit it 
in 
tw'o. 
Many other boats were out this morn­ 
ing and hundreds of pounds of mack­ 
erel were caught. 
I fear the morn­ 
ing’s work has spoiled my taste for 
fishing in Flat creek 
and 
Lamine 
river. 
We left Oakland at 4:45 p. rn. Thurs­ 
day, July 20, and reached El Paso be­ 
fore daylight the morning of July 23, 
after a hot and dusty ride of three 
nights and two days—a run of 1910 
miles. 
Friday afternoon 
we 
rode 
about sixty miles along the Salton 
Sea, which lies 250 feet below' the 
level of the ocean. This sea was made 
by the overflow of the Colorado river 
some ten years ago. 
Great is the 
contrast w’hen you pass from the view 
of the snowy summit of Shasta shin­ 
ing in the morning sun to the sultry 
shores of Salton Sea, shimmering in 
Hie sweltering heat of summer. They 
are separated by many hundreds of 
miles, but California claims them both 
among its many striking contrasts. 
Tho hottest ride of my life was that 
across the desert of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, in which we find the Salton 
Sea. 
The San Joaquin Valley is well 
irrigated and very productive. 
Around Los Angeles are many val­ 
leys, which abound in orchards; but 
except little oasis here 
and 
thole 
which are irrigated, there is a stfetch 
of fourteen hundred miles of desert 
from Los Angeles to San Antonio.

Tho almost universal increase in 
Hie price of the daily paper, now 
being made by the great metro­ 
politan newspapers of the country 
came only after a realization that 
such a decision was forced by con­ 
ditions brought about by the w'ar. 
The increase comes not only in 
the cost of print paper, but in the 
cost of practically every chemical 
used in the newspaper office. 
W here white paper is bought in 
large quantities, and under con­ 
tract, the average price today is 
$4.50 per 
hundredweight, 
while 
two years ago it wras $2.10. Bought 
in smaller quantities the price has 
increased from 
$2.25 
to 
$5.50. 
Brown wrapping paper, has 
ad- 
canced from $5.75 before the war 
to $8.50. 
During the coming year it is es­ 


timated the St. Louis daily news­ 
papers will have to pay $600,000 
more for w'hite paper on which to 
print their issues than for the last 
twelve months, based upon editions 
of exactly the same size. 
Metal, as well as chemicals and 
paper, has advanced by leaps and 
bounds. Tw'ine, used in large quan­ 
tities, has risen in like proportion. 
There is not a single productive 
department in the newspaper office 
that has not been forced to dou­ 
ble, treble and quadruple its ex­ 
penditures. 
The w'ar brought its wealth of 
news. 
Newspaper patrons expect­ 
ed exhaustive accounts 
of 
army 
movements. The demand was met 
by the newspapers. 
Toll costs in­ 
creased many times. 
To this wras 
added the great expense of sending 
correspondents to the battle fields. 
Clamor for war news necessitated 
large numbers of “extras.” 
The 
cost of typesetting, of mechanical 
operation increased until apparent­ 
ly there was no end. 
It is still in­ 
creasing; the end is not in sight.

First aid is most important. 
Quick healing leaves smaller scars. 
Don’t use dust or lime to stop bleed­ 
ing. 
Bleeding that can be stopped with 
powders will soon stop itself anyhow. 
Frequent washing irritates wounds, 
lire vents prompt healing, 
and 
may 
cause proud flesh. 
Small concealed stab wound*' such 
as those from nails are 
the 
most 
likely to cause death. 
Find them and 
keep them clean and well disinfected. 
Sw ab oui deep cuts with pure tinc­ 
ture of main as soon as it can be se­ 
cured and they will take care of them­ 
selves then it the normal pus* dis­ 
charge is removed." 
A long continued discharge from a 
wound indicates an abscess pocket, a 
bone injury, or the presence of a snag 
or something else that should not be 
in the wound. 
Call a veterinarian. 
As soon as bleeding has been stop­ 
ped, wash the wound with a pint of 
warm water to which two teaspoonfuls 
of creolin, lysol, carbolic acid or some 
similar disinfectant has been added. 
A v\ound should be healed in about 
i bree weeks. 
If it is doing well the 
swelling will gradually go down, and 
the discharge will be odorless, thin, 
and bloody at first, and thicker and 
whiter later. 
Antitoxin will prevent lockjaw after 
.mil or other puncture wounds. If not 
so prevented, vety few of the lockjaw 
cases ever recover. 
The hard crust j 
lime forms over the 
surface 
of

wound favors lockjaw by shutting out 
the air. 
Bleeding from a leg can always bo 
topped by tying a small rope loosely 
ibout the wound, then twisting it with 
i stick or small rod.

ms bleeding by pressing the fingers 
against the cut blood vessels until a 
veterinarian can be called.

agent are being held in $5,000 bail on 
charges of manslaughter and criminal 
negligence, while tw*o others are be­ 
ing sought. 
During the proceedings the prosecu­ 
tor of Hudson county, H erbert E. Hud­ 
speth, charged that the railroads con­ 
sta n c y endangered life and property 
of Jersey C ity by violating the law's 
for safeguarding 
against 
explosion, 
while Frank Hague, director of public 
safety, asserted that the attem pt to 
economize $10 on towing charges was 
responsible for the presence of the 
barge on board of which the dynamite 
exploded, w'hich caused the disaster. 
The Federal D epartm ent of Justice 
and the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, through 
their 
representatives 
here, began informal investigation to 
ascertain w hether either has jurisdic­ 
tion in the disaster inquiries. Viola­ 
tion of the commerce or neutrality 
law's, if discovered in connection with 
the explosion, will result in these fed­ 
eral branches commencing actions.

Adamsofi warned all persons to be 
careful of tampering with any strange 
cases they found in the water, saying 
children had been among those who
